TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
ADWICK-LE-STREET  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1945.  As  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  this 
report  has  again  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

A reference  to  the  Vital  Statistics  shows  that  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  although  un- 
fortunately the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  has  increased  from 
49.43  to  96.2.  The  Death  Rate  has  increased  slightly  from 
the  very  low  figure  of  8.89  in  1944  to  11.68  in  1945.  The 
Birth  Rate  continues  to  be  well  above  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  although  it  is  slightly  reduced  from  that  of  1944,  the 
respective  figures  being  21.87  for  1945  and  25.0  for  1944.  The 
estimated  population  has  increased  from  17,770  to  18,060. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  various  Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Offcials  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I am  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  valued  help.

An  abnormally  high  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  took  place  in  1945.  Thirty-eight  such  deaths 
occurred,  18  males  and  20  females,  compared  with  22  deaths 
in  1944. 

An  investigation  of  these  deaths  showed  the  following 
conditions  were  the  main  factors  or  contributing  factors  in 
the  causes  of  death.

The  successful  rearing  of  a premature  child,  difficult 
at  all  times,  is  prejudiced  by  the  present  housing  shortage 
with  the  consequent  overcrowding  and  to  some  extent  by  the 
limited  facilities  available  for  treating  these  cases  in  hospital. 

Broncho-pneumonia  and  gastro-enteritis  are  always 
serious  diseases  in  infancy  and  early  childhood  and  have  a 
high  mortality  rate. 

ROAD  ACCIDENTS  AND  OTHER  VIOLENT  CAUSES.

HOSPITALS. 

Complicated  maternity  cases  continue  to  be  admitted  to 
the  wards  at  Springwell  House  known  as  the  Hamilton 
Annexe,  and  puerperal  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Doncaster 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Tickhill  Road.  Normal  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Mexborough  Hospital  and  to  the 
Lindrick  Maternity  Home. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  this  latter  Home  has 
now  closed  down. 

In  my  previous  report  early  consideration  of  the 
maternity  accommodation  for  the  District  was  urged  as  a 
priority  requirement,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  July  1946, 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
maternity  accommodation. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Following  joint  meetings  between  the  Local  Authorities 
in  the  area  and  the  County  Council,  a County  Ambulance 
Scheme  has  been  put  into  operation.  The  nucleus  of  the 
scheme  is  the  transport  used  for  Civil  Defence  purposes  and 
it  is  hoped  to  replace  these  converted  ambulances  by  up-to-date 
ambulances  as  soon  as  possible.  A 24-hours  service  is  in 
operation.  (Telephone:  Doncaster  2310). 


The  ambulance  services  provided  for  those  inhabitants 
who  use  the  Colliery  Welfare  Ambulance  still  continues.

(b)  WELLS  AND  SPRINGS. 

18  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  during  the  year 
from  wells  and  springs  used  or  capable  of  being  used  by 
isolated  houses.  In  each  case  the  bacteriologial  examination 
showed  the  water  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Mill  Stream  and  the  Ea  Beck  flow  through  the 
district.  Constructional  works  by  the  Dun  Drainage 

Commissioners  have  caused  part  of  the  Mill  Stream  to  dry 
up  and  the  final  effluent  of  the  Sewage  Works  now  passes 
almost  directly  into  the  Ea  Beck. 
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The  Mill  Stream  has  been  cleansed  by  the  Dun  Drainage 
Commissioners,  the  Council  paying  their  proportion  of  the 
cost.

There  are  five  public  elementary  schools  in  the  area  and 
the  Percy  Jackson  Grammar  School. 

In  all  cases  of  Notifiable  Disease  the  Head  Teacher  is 
informed  of  the  contacts  and  the  period  of  exclusion. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year. 

As  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  I have  visited  all 
schools  in  the  area  to  carry  out  School  Medical  Inspections. 
During  the  visits,  inspections  were  made  of  all  school 
premises  and  any  defects  found  were  reported  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  are  now  two  school  canteens  in  operation  in  the 
area,  one  to  supply  Highfields,  Woodlands  and  Adwick  areas, 
and  the  other  the  Carcroft  and  Skellow  areas.  The  meals 
provided  are  appetising,  and,  along  with  the  Milk-in-Schools 
scheme,  do  much  to  maintain  the  physical  conditions  of  the 
children  at  a satisfactory  standard. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  establishing  facilities  for 
heating  the  dinner  plates  and  the  dinners  are  now  more 
appetising.

4.  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

68  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  17 
samples  pasteurised  by  the  "Holding  Process”  and  51  by  the 
"High  Temperature  Process.’  In  the  first  process  the  milk 
is  held  between  145  deg. — 150  deg.  F.  for  at  least  30  minutes, 
and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F,  and  in  the  second  process  the 
milk  is  held  at  a minimum  of  162  deg.  F for  a minimum  of  15 
seconds  and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F. 

All  samples  were  subjected  to  a bacteria  count  and  to 
the  phosphatase  test,  the  latter  being  the  important  one  as 
it  indicates  that  the  milk  has  been  subjected  to  the  proper 
heat  for  the  proper  time,  and  in  these  conditions  no  germ  of 
tuberculosis  can  live. 

Of  the  68  samples  only  4 failed  to  pass  the  bacteria 
count  test,  and  all  passed  the  phosphatase  test.  The  results 
are  most  satisfactory. 

In  the  larger  of  the  two  plants  in  this  area,  much 
reconstruction  work  continues  to  be  done,  and  the  owners  have 
co-operated  with  the  Health  Department  as  fully  as  possible. 

(b)  TUBERCULIN  TESTED  MILK. 

13  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  taken,  of 
which  12  were  satisfactory. 

This  is  a marked  improvement  on  the  previous  year 
when,  of  the  nine  samples  taken,  six  were  unsatisfactory. 

5.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

38  milk  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  5 
of  the  samples  were  classified  "adulterated"  by  the  Public 
Analyst.  The  evidence  in  connection  with  each  case  was 
submitted  to  the  County  Council  who  subsequently  cautioned 
each  milk  retailer  concerned. 

6.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

No  slaughtering  has  taken  place  in  the  district  as  all 
butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  the  Meat  Pool  at 
the  Doncaster  Abattoir. 

No  samples  (apart  from  milk)  were  taken  for 
examination  under  the  Food  and  Drug  Act.  1938.

During  the  year  470  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified  compared  with  186  in  1945.  This  large  increase 
was  due  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  area  when  326 
cases  occurred  with  2 deaths. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the 
area  compared  with  nine  in  1944,  but  subsequent  investigation 
of  these  cases  in  hospital  proved  that  15  of  these  were  not 
true  Diphtheria.  Four  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis 
were  notified,  but  in  no  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

°^er  casss  not  originally  notified  as  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  proved  to  be  so  on  further  investigation,  and  un- 
fortunately both  cases  died. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Although  results  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  the  per- 
centage of  children  immunised,  particularly  of  those  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  should  be  increased.  -Every  effort 
is  being  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  this 
scheme  to  protect  their  children  against  Diphtheria.

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SCABIES. 

With  the  closing  of  Woodlands  First  Aid  Post  in 
November,  1944,  and  Carcroft  First  Aid  Post  in  July,  1945, 
the  area  was  left  without  any  facilities  for  treating  this  condi- 
tion. Temporary  arrangements  were  made  for  the  treatment 
of  cases  at  Bentley  Cleansing  Station,  but  the  distance  was 
too  far  for  mothers  with  small  children  to  attend.  The  County 
Council  were  approached  and  asked  to  allow  the  Cleansing 
Station  in  Village  Street  to  be  used,  and  they  eventually 
agreed.  The  service  was  restarted  in  January,  1946,  and  a 
nurse  attends  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  morning  from  10 
a.m.  to  12  noon  to  carry  out  treatment. 

Benzyl  Benzoate  emulsion  is  used  and  each  case  re- 
ceived two  treatments. 

The  results  are  most  satisfactory  and  the  service  is 
appreciated  by  those  who  unfortunately  become  infected  with 
this  irritating  condition.

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BEVIN  BOYS’  HOSTEL. 

Since  July,  1945  this  Hostel  has  been  used  as  a conval- 
escent Hostel  for  Dutch  children.  Parties  of  250  Dutch 
children  with  their  leaders  and  teachers  have  arrived  every 
six  weeks,  and  after  their  six  weeks’  stay  have  gone  to  the 
South  of  England  for  a further  six  weeks’  stay  with  private 
families  before  returning  home.  A Dutch  Medical  Officer  and 
a Dutch  Nursing  Staff  have  accompanied  each  party,  and  a 
close  co-operation  has  been  established  particularly  to  control 
any  possible  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  material  has  been  supplied  to 
the  Medical  Officer,  and  all  children  and  leaders  have  been 
immunised. 

In  December  there  was  unfortunately  two  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  but  the  prompt  diagnosis  and  removal  of  the  cases 
to  Hospital  and  the  quarantining  of  the  children  prevented 
any  spread  of  the  disease.  All  contacts  were  swabbed  and 
two  positive  cases  were  found.  These  were  left  in  isolation 
until  clear. 

The  Dutch  Medical  Officer  and  Nursing  Staff  have 
been  most  co-operative  and  appreciative  of  any  assistance 
which  this  Council,  through  their  Officers,  have  been  able  to 
give.
